Doug  & Cynthia  - some  potential  language  to  answer  the  first  set  of  questions  for  the  sites  listed 
on  the  NPL  early  on.  Johanna 


Central  City/Clear  Creek  and  Cal  Gulch  (added  to  the  NPL  in  1983),  were  among  the  group  of 
416  sites  that  were  the  first  to  be  added  to  NPL  after  CERCLA  was  enacted.  As  with  today,  the 
sites  were  scored  using  the  numeric  Hazard  Ranking  System  and  then  proposed  to  the  NPL  via  a 
rulemaking  and  public  comment  process.  Both  Clear  Creek  and  Cal  Gulch  had  been  identified 
by  CDPHE  as  being  among  the  “worst”  mining  sites  in  the  State  which  is  in  part  why  EPA 
ranked  them  for  inclusion  on  the  NPL.  (just  as  an  FYI,  the  upper  animas  was  also  on  this  list) 


In  1996  EPA  formalized  its  policy  of  seeking  concurrence  from  the  State  prior  to  NPL  listing 
and  over  the  years  the  agency  has  greatly  expanded  the  community  outreach  conducted  prior  to 
NPL  listing.
